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show indpendent origin. The placentation is anatomically parietal and the 
common ventral bundles are completely utilised in ovular supply. In Linum 
flavum and L. usitatissimum the styles are free, while there is basal con- 
nation in L. perenne and connation upon half the length in L. lewisii. The 
dorsal carpellary bundles continue in the style and end below the stigmatic 
lobes. 
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
